Tribune appeared nearly a column on 
the management of the Spring Lake 
Fishing and Hunting olnb, which has 
excited eome vigorous comment among 
the 100 stockholders in Deoatur. The 
Tribune enys: 


Some six months ago when the "Spring 


Lake Shooting and Fishing olnb" was 
organized 
many Chicago 
sportsmen 


hailed the inception of the enterprise 
with delight, and were glad to invest in 
shares of the stock. They knew by ex- 
perience what multitudes of game, nan 
and fowl, made their homes in the great 
marshes along the Illinois river, and 
they realized the necessity of pro- 
tecting them 
from 
the ravages ot 


the 
fish 
pirate 
and 
pot-hunter. 


Now they learn with alarm that it is 
the probable intention of the men con- 
trolling a majority of the stock to dram 
the 25,000 acres of swamp land owned by 
the club and BO to transform a sportsmen's 
pa adiee into cornfields and potato 
pitches. 
They realize that redeeming 


waste land is a worthy object, bat with 
the spirit ot true sportsmen they feel a 
paog of regret at the thought that the 
beet banting ground in all the West is 
to be turned over to the plow. 


The RBFCBHCAN reporter this morning 


called upon Hon. W. C. Johns, this oity, 
in reference to the matter. 
Mr. Johns 


is the representative of the 100 Deflator 
sportsmen who hold slock in the club. 
Be bad seen the Tribune article, and 
was amazed at the statements contained 
therein. He pronounced the whole yarn 
a fabrication from beginning to end, and 
said the present organization has no 
thought of draining Spring Lake land 
and taming it over to farming purposes. 
They have no deeire to do that, and did 
they tontrmplate snob a scheme, the 
undertaking would be entirely too haz- 
ardous. It would cost 8300,000 to bnild 
a dike 10 miles long at the side of the 
Illinois river and to dig a ditch to go 
below the bottom of Spring Lake. 
No 


dike has ever withstood the oveifiowe,_ 
and the drainage of the swamp would be 
a foolish undertaking. 


The entire msmbarahip ot the olub 


with the possible exception of one man, 
are opposed to the drainage scheme, and 
theiitary is published through the in- 
fluence oC the pot hunters and pirate 
fishermen to scare the stockholders into 
withdrawing from the organization, She 
scheme will not succeed. 


The olub cow controls about 10,000 


acres of the Spring Lake region, seven 
miles long and an average ot al'out two 
miles wide. \V. C. Johns, Docatur, rep- 
resents 106 shares ot stock in Deoatur 
and Cairo; J. H. Fahnestock, Peoria, 30 
shares; George S. Banna, Bloornington, 
51 shares; J. D. Earley, Terre Hr.nte, 30 
shares; Vf, L. Ide, Springfield, 30 shares;

IT WAS TOO CLOUDY. 


Pai'uro of tho Biola ComoC to Ap- 


pear—It Never Touched Us. 


Dacatur people sat up last night and 


looked in vain for the appearance of the 
Biela comet, about which so much has 
been said and written. As many as 
could do so attended church services to 
guard against accidents and to be in the 
swim, in case the worst should happen. 
Those who did not seek the sanctuaries 
braced themselves for the shock of the 
expected contact and hoped tor the best. 
It was a cloudy night, but along about 
9:30 o'clook when it was stated by would- 
be astronomers that the comet would ap- 
pear, the stars shown in the firmament 
but Biela's pet was invisible to the naked 
eye. 
It 
failed 
to materialize. 
It 


failed to fill the date. The less ner- 
vous people were disappointed. 
They 


had prepared themselves to witness a 
brilliant meteoric display, such as many 
old people talk about as having witnessed 
scores of years ogo. Tho whole oomet bus- 
iness seems to have been a fuilure,and yet 
there are eminent scientists who claim 
that tne comet is a reality. 
Here is 


what one noted astronomer says: 


Prof. Barnard, cf Lick Observatory, 


who has made a special study of comets 
declares that from his observation the 
oomet in Andromeda is really Biela's 
comet. He eays its orbit is precisely the 
same as that of Biela's comet, and it is 
reasonable to assume that it is the same, 
Barnard saw the comet last an Nov. 21, 
when it was fonr times as large as it was 
on the Stb, but was fainter, 
Barnard 


said to-day Nov. 27: 


"This means that the Holmes comet is 


now larger than half the full moon. 
Because it is fainter, both as a naked eye 
object] and through the telescope, the 
opinion seems generally accepted that 
the comet has been increasing in distance 
from the earth. I say that this reason- 
ing is fallacious. The fact that the comet 
is increasing so markedly in its apparent 
size is conclusive proof to me that it IB 
getting nearer to ue, and the fact that it 
is getting fainter is quite natural. When 
we are in the midst ot a fog-cloud it does 
not seem hnlf so dense as when that 
cloud has passed the mountain and is 
seen in the near distance." 


There are other scientists who say the 


oomet will [yet pass very close to the 
earth but they do not set a date.

Let the Review first tell ni what 
will be necessary to make those Demo, 
orats in Indiana who desecrated and 
danced upon the Braves of Union sol- 
diers in a dozen cemeteries in that state 
when jollifying over the election of 
Cleveland, regard either the services, the 
pensian rolls or even the Union soldiers 
as worthy of honor, before it asks Bepnb- 
hoan papers to do the things that will 
make those Indiana ghouls and thous- 
ands like them rejoice still more.

This is a remark- 
able and violent aesumptionion the part 
of the aforesaid editor in the face of the 
danger of annihilation, from the earth's 
contact with Biela's comet, by the act cf 
Providence, and does not show his usual 
wisdom, His attack upon Providence 
should hove been witheld until all danger 
from collision with the comet had passed, 
to be in harmony with his course in poli- 
tics. 
In politics he never froths at the 


month and tears his hair, until after the 
fight is over and then he ie simply horror 
on horseback. 


THERE are people who talk about Mc- 


Einleyiem that do not know the so-called 
MoKinley tariff law, exoeptjas to placing 
sugar on the free list and the reci- 
procity clause, is. almost indention!, so 
far as tariff rates are concerned with the 
tariff law formulated in the Senate in 
1888 as a substitute ''.for the Mills bill. 
And it is worthy of remark aleo that not 
one of these would-be [critics has ever 
attempted to show wberm the present 
law has acted injuriously upon our man 
utaotories or our people or wherein the 
duties exceeded the difference between 
the cost of labor hero and abroad, Aside 
from thia no Democratic leader has the 
courage to say his party will repeal it. 


IT was when; Israel was prosperous 


that it did the things which caused its 
overthrow. Itioould not stand prosper 
ity. Under the new tariff law new man^ 
factnres were rapidly building and old 
ones were enlarging. The cost of living 
had been reduced over three per cent 
and the purchasing power of a day's 
wages had been augmented 4.15 per 
cent. The demand for labor had been 
increased and the home market enlarged. 
In fact, no such era of prosperity had 
ever befora been known in this country, 
wherein labor was never before so well 
remunerated, la view 6f this established 
fact, when we look for the cause of the 
defeat of the party whose wise legisla- 
tion brought about this prosperity, we are 
led to the conclusion that the cause was 
the same that overthrew Israel, namely: 
"Jeshurnn waxed fat and kicked." 


Citizenship Refused. 


Judge J. W. Bobinson, of the Supreme 


court of Washington, sitting at Olympia, 
Borne days before the election, refused to 
admit 24 applicants to citizenship. He 
eimply followed the law, and that closed 
the way to citizenship to every one ol 
the twenty-four applicants. Not one of 
them coold read or write; not one of 
them la 1 read or had explained to him a 
line of the constitution; and not one of 
them knew whether the constitution was 
an animate being or an agreement be- 
tween the people and the States, and in 
the opinion o! Judge Bobinson they 
were unfit to become voters in the Re- 
public. 
In refusing the application 


the Judge said: 


We do not confer citizenship on indi- 


viduals in this state by proxy. If af- 
ter residing in the United States for 
more than five years an individual can- 
not understand these simple questions 
required by the statutes to be pro- 
pounded, but must appeal to hu elbow 
mend to tell him what the court says 
and tell him what answer to make 
then in my judgment he is not a 
proper subjoot to become a citizen of the 
United States. But- in addition to this 
I find these men have never heard reac 
our constitution or a y part of it. How 
can a man become attached to the prin- 
ciples of a constitution he knows noth- 
ing about? I have asked these men one 
by one whether they have become at- 
taoheu t>u the principles -of our constitu- 
tion and they nod their bends. To teat 
them I have the question about their 
attachment to the constitution of Italy 
and Germany and even the confederate 
constitution, and each time they not 
assent. Is this court to accept ft not 


and urnnt as satisfactory answer to 
hese questions required by congress? 
Does the judge do _ his duty under 
us 
oath 
to 
this 
state 
when 


ie 
accepts 
such 
an 
examination 


and certifies that i has been made to 
appear to the satisfaction of the court 
that these applicants have behaved BS 
one attached to the principles of our 
constitution and is well disposed to the 
good order and happiness of this govern- 
ment? I positively refuse to become a 
party to such a judicial farce. I cannot 
conscientiously confer American citizen- 
ship upon these men. I regret to say 
they are shelly disqualified. 


Every fair minded man must admit 


that this judge rose to the dignity of his 
office and did that which was right. 
There is room for great reform along this 
ine without changing a line of the-law. 
The indiscriminate naturalizition of peo- 
ile who are too ignorant or too careless 
,o acquire an understanding of one form 
of government is dangerous and ought to 
be restricted by honest judge. 


What of tne Bepublloan Party? 
Of course, we Bepublicans talk and 


assign reasons for out defeat. A party 
that has been victorious for thirty-two 
consecutive years is not as well prepared 
'or defeat as the Democratic party baa 
)een. That party met its defeats as a 
matter of fact, and ieemed to be pleased 
that they were not successful in the past. 
In fact, so innred had it become to de- 
teat, that its present victory was unex- 
pected and has practically stampeded it. 


Its president-elect has run away from 


the army of place-hunters that besieged 
lim day and night, and the party leaders 
have run away from their platform and 
have practically confessed that to at- 
tempt to carry it ont would bring ruin to 
the country. They have become afraid 
of themselves, now that they will be in 
power, and are looking about for Borne 
Republican tarifl law to take the place 
of the present law, and have practically 
decided to reinstate the law of 1883, 
which was repealed by the new law and 
which the Democrats attacked more 
viciously in 1884 and 1888 than they have 
attacked the present law. That was the 
law which they said in 1884 had robbed 
the people and bad piled up a surplus in 
the treasury ol 8400,000,000 that ought 
to be in the pockets of the people. That 
was the law which this same Grover 
Cleveland attacked so maliciously in his 
free-trade message of 1887 as being illog- 
ical, unjust and a robbery. 


Thus we see our Democratic leaders 


casting about under unexpected victory 
like blind men, not knowing what they 
ought to do, but in order to be safe are 
groping for some oast off Bepublican 
law. As kickers the Democratic party 
has been a success. As a positive actor 
the indications are that it will prove a 
failure. 


This brings us back to the statement 


thatBepnblicans cannot understand the 
strange and altered, position defeat ur.e 
put them in, and as a result many reasons 
are assigned by different leaders as lo 
the cause of the defeat. Time, however, 
will dispel this disposition, and as soon 
as the Democratic party goes into aoti. n 
every Bepnblican will have enough to 
engage his attention, in the effort of the 
Democrats to legislate for the country. 
These efforts will demonstrate the ne- 


jity for the existence of the Republi- 


can party, as it has not been demon- 
strated since 1856 to 1865. The inability 
of the Democratic party to legislate for 
the whole oountry made the organization 
of a new party a patriotic necessity, and 
for that reason the Bepublicau patty 
was organized. 


The make up of the Democratic party 


at the present time will make it impossi- 
ble fur it to do anything tor the good of 
the country, and the usefulness und ne- 
cessity for the Bepublioan pany will 
again bo shown and ihs great party of 
positive and fearless action will again be 
in demand. Then Bepnblioans will cease 
talking about their defeat and will again 
rally to the standard of the piinoiples of 
the party and move forward to victory, 
and will again place the Democratic 
party where it has shown itself to be 
at horns, namely, in the broad pastures 
of the kickers where the breechyest 
member is best calculated to be the 
leader.

"Latin" union, and.their coins are alike in 
weight and fineness, occasionally differing, 
however, in ...line. The same tystem bus 
been in pnrt adopted by Spain, Servin, Bul- 
garia, Russia and Rouinania, but they 
have not joined the union. Francs i.ad 
centimes of i ranee, Belgium and Switzer- 
land are respectively designated lire and 
centisflmi in Italy; d.achmai and lepta in 
Greece; dinars and paras in Serv ia; peseta 
and centimes in Spain; leys and bunis in 
Kounmnia; leva and stotmkis in Bulgaria. 
Similarly the Scandinavian countries, 
Norway, Sweden and Denmark, employ 
coins of the same weight and fineness, 
their names being also alike. Most of the 
South American states possess a standard 
coin, equal iu weight and fineness to the 
eilver five franc piece, generally termed a 
/'peso,"

There are, as most readers know, two 


kinds of electricity—the static and the dy- 
namic—and when the latter shite is instan- 
taneous, it is referred to as the "electric 
discharge," which occurs when opposite 
electricities seek each other and the bodies 
return to a state of equilibrium or neu- 
tralization. 
These bodies, if insulated, 


obtain no more electricity after the spark 
has passed, but if there be a constant 
source of negative electricity supply- 
ing one and a constant source of 
negative electricity supplying the other, 
there will be a succession of sparks; and if 
they communicate by a conductor there 
will be, through this conductor, an un- 
interrupted neutralization of a continual 
reunion of the two electricities, and this 
is what is termed the continuous dynamic 
Btato or electric current. 


Hlppophagy. 


Hippophagy meansthe practice of feed- 


Ing on horseflesh. The French equivalent 
of this word is very common in France, 
where the practice of eating the flesh of 
horses and mules is increasing. In Paris 
and its suburbs 16,446 of these animals were 
consumed in 1887, and from 1800 to 1889 the 
total was 275,600. In other departments of 
France the number of horses consumed for 
every 1,000 inhabitants was about twenty- 
five each year. In Vienna about 4,000 horses 
ore sold as food each year; in Berlin, about 
6,000, and in Amsterdam, 3,500. Horseflesh 
fs also used for human food in Denmark, 
Sweden, Switzerland and parts of Italy. In 
Paris the price is about half that of beef.

Washington. 


IILL TARE TIME BY THE FORELOCK 


And G=t the Committee on Appropria- 


tions to Work on the Bills for the 


Coming 
Session—No Special 


Session Necessary. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 20.— Congressman 


Holman, of Indiana, returned to the 
city, yesterday, afternoon, coming di- 
rect from his home. Mr. Holman is 
chairman of the house committee on 
appropriations, and he has come early 
jso as to (jet the committee together as 
soon as possible and commence work 
on appropriation "bills for the coming 
session. 


In answer to the query whether he 


was in favor of an extra session of 
conjrress, he said: "I can't see any ne- 
cessity for one. So far as the tariff is 
concerned, I think more can be accom- 
plished by doing- that work in the ordi- 
nary manner and through the ordinary 
channels. The only reason that can 
be advanced for an extra session is the 
condition of the public finances. Ex- 
tra sessions are rare and have only been 
called on occasions of great emergency. 
That condition does not appear to con- 
front us now. 
I am not prepared 


to say that there will be a deficit that 
will demand such a session of congress.. 
I see by the papers that there will be 
perhaps 825,000.000 in tho treasury that 
will be available outside of the S100,- 
000,000 of reserve. If this coming ses- 
sion reduces expenditures as it ought 
to, and as I believe it will, that amount, 
together with the revenues, will run 
the government until tho end of the 
fiscal year " 


Mr. Holman is of tho opinion that 


the coming scsson will do little more 
than pass the appropriation bills. He 
thinks the question of an income tax 
will figure very largely in the discus- 
sions ol the house, and that the matter 
of immigration may be considered to 
some purpose. 


Mr. Holman said that he thought the 


sundry civil appropriation "bill would 
be really within the next three weeks. 
and will probably "be the first reported 
to the house.

FORCING THE SAFE WITH DYHAHITE, 


They Secure About $12,000—Scared OH 


Before Completing Their Job, They 


Steal a Team and Carriage and 


Make Their Escape. 


LIBEHTY, Mo., Nov. 28.—Four expert 


cracksmen, with the use of dynamite 
and the latest improved tools, suc- 
ceeded in cracking the big safe of the 
First national bank of this city Satur- 
day night and securing a money haul 
which, though 
it 
cannot be fixed 


definltelv, owing to the reticence of the 
officials of the hank, is variously esti- 
mated at from $11,000 to 815,000 by 
those who are in a position to know. 


The burglars were scared away be- 


fore they had completed their work, 
and did not get into the reserve vault 
in which was SIO.OOO, principally in 
gold, They had dynamite and a fuse 
attached to this, but for some reason 
fled without touching it off. 


The first intimation of the robbery 


came at 10:30 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, when County Treasurer Eiley, who 
has an office in the building adjoining 
the bank, went to his office. 
When he 


entered his room he saw the wall was 
caving in, and on investigation he 
found that there had been a terrible 
explosion in the bank, which had al- 
most wrecked both buildings. He at 
once gave the alarm, and upon search 
being 
made it was learned 
that 


burglars 
had been at work 
suc- 


cessfully in the 
hank. 
They had 


entered" the 
bank 
by 
means 
of 


skeleton keys which had opened the 
back door and another leading to the 
room in which was the vault. They then 
drilled holes through the outer door of 
the vault, and with a charge of powder 
blew out the time-look which had been 
set to open on Monday morning. In- 
side this was a Etp.nl door to the bur- 
glar-proof compartment 
The 
only 


money known to he outside of this 
door was SiiOO deposited late Saturday 
afternoon by the Liberty Building and 
Loan association. 


The burglars used dynamite to effect 


an entrance through this second door. 
They must have used a terrific charge, • 
for the heavy steel door was so com- 
pletely blown to pieces that not even a 
good-sized piece has hcen found 


This gave the burglars access to all 


the money which the hank had in cir- 
culation on Saturday, and the deposits 
of merchants on that day being un- 
usually heavy, ?12,000 is considered a 
low estimate of what they got. 


On the floor of the bank was left sev- 


eral sticks of dynamite and a number 
of tools, showing that the men went off 
in a hurry. It was learned that four 
suspicious looking characters bad been 
seen in town on Saturday afternoon 
and evening. Two were old men and 
two were apparently about twenty. 
One of them bought a largo quantity 
of putty inst before dark anil this was 
used vvith the dynamite to deaden the 
sound. 


Leaving the bank the burglars went 


to the house of Mr. James Steal and 
stolen carnage and a team of horses,' 
with which they made their escape. 
The shcrifl! and .1 posse traced them as 
far as the JHhi .uiki-o lailio.id bridge 
over the Missouri river nt K.msas City, 
where tho horses wore found m an al- 
most dying condition, having hcen 
thlvcn furiimslv. 
lloic all trace of tho 


men was lost. It is slated that they 
got across the river by moans of a boat 
which conlodi-r.ilos had in wailing.

Ohio using natural 
gas is greatly 


aroused over the unmistakable evi- 
dences that the supply is slowly fail- 
ing. 
The pressure in the great Mercer 


county fields Las decreased from 400 
pounds to seventy-five and 
eighty 


pounds, and new wells are being con- 
stantly drilled in what has been a dis- 
couraging effort to fulfill contracts to 
supply gas to cities on the big pipe line 
such as Dayton, Springfield, Sidney, 
Troy, Piqnc, etc. To facilitate the dis- 
tribution of gas a new-fangled force 
pump is being used to hurry the gas 
through the mains. 


All the manufacturers have been cut 


off, and nothing larger than a hotel is 
now supplied with the convenient fuel. 
The pressure is getting so unreliable 
and variable that hotels are taking out 
their burners. The local officials of 
the company are discouraged over the 
prospect, and con Burners fear that they 
will have to return to the use of coal. 
Some are inclined to think that the 
large flow from the "big wells in In- 
diana and the largely-increased use of 
it there have something to do with the 
pressure here.

WILL BUILD THE LINE. 


OWoBgo-St. Louis Electric Road 


a Legitimate .Enterprise. 


The Chicago Economist recently ex- 


pressed some doubts «s to the respon- 
sibility oi the parties backing the Chi- 
cago and St, Louis Electric Riilway, anc 
at the request of the managers of that 
corporation the editor of the paper made 
an examination of the affairs of the com 
pany and its methods of doing business. 
The result of the investigation is em 
bodied in the following extract published 
last week. 


"It would seem from the evidence fur- 


nished that the parties ere responsible, 
intending to do precisely what they ad- 
vertise. 
0. E. Bleyer, assistant general 


manager, having his headquarters in the 
Woman's Temple in this city, states that 
about 00 per cent of the right of way 
between this city and St. Louis has been 
obtained; that B portion of the right of 
way which has been eecnred consists of 
29 miles beginning with the city limits of 
Chicago; that contracts have been made 
for eight electric locomotives in Phila- 
delphia, the electrical portions of the ma- 
chinery to be manufactured in Frankfort, 
Germany; that eight miles of the road- 
bed boa been completed near Edinbnrg, 
III., and a power-house at that point com 
pleted; and that it is expected to have 25 
miles of the road in operation within 
sixty days. Onrle s Parsons, President 
of the State Bank of St. Louis, vouches 
for the respectability of those interested 
in the road. B. I. Lackland, President 
of the Boatman's Bank, and Wm, B. 
Thompson its cashier, eay that they are 
well acquainted with the president of the 
enterprise, Professor Francis E. Nipher, 
and also many of the original stock- 
holders, among whom are some of the 
most prominent ond successful business 
men of St. Louis.

W .\9HINOTON, "Nov. 2S.—The treas- 


urer of tho United States, Mr. Nebe- 
ker.has submitted hisannual report for 
the year ended June 30, 1892. 


The net ordinary revenues of the gov- 


ernment for the fiscal year were S854,- 
»S7,7S4, a decrease of $37,074,603 as com- 
pared with the year before. 
Tho net 


ordinary expenditures were $345,028,* 
380, a decrease of $10,34,9,854. The sur- 
plue revenues were thus cut down from 
$87,239,763 to 119,014,458. Including the 
public debt the receipts for the year 
•were 1376,401,298, and the expenditures 
(684,019,289. 


Considered with respect to the effect 


upon the treasury the receipts are di- 
vided into two general classes, of which 
the first, comprising the ordinary reve- 
nues, the receipts from loans, and the 
deposits for the retirement of national 
bank notes, increase for the time the 
cash available for the uses of the gov- 
ernment while the second arising from 
the issue of gold, silver and currency 
certificates, United States notes and 
treasury notes, tend to swell the assets 
ot the treasury but do not affect the 
available balance. 
For the first of 


these classes the figures show an ex- 
cess of eighty-eight millions of expen- 
ditures over revenues in 1891, and one 
of upwards of twenty-seven millions 
in 1SB3, In the second class there was 
an excess of nearly sixty-nine millions 
of receipts in tho former year and one 
of eighty millions in the latter. As 
compared with 1S91, there was a saving 
of upwards of fourteen millions ot in- 
terest out of which a surplus was re- 
alized, notwithstanding the cutting 
down of the revenues by legislation. 


Analysizing the true condition of the 


treasury and setting aside the trust 
funds, the treasurer shows that there 
was a working balance of cash and de- 
posits in bank amounting to 3207,110,- 
4f>2 at the beginning of the year and to 
$105,718,161 at the end 
Of the former 


amount 51111,000,000 and of the latter 
SlU/iOO.OOO was gold. 
The success 


which has attended the efforts of the 
department to maintain a strong gold 
reserve is considered satisfactory in 
view of the heavy disbursements. 


The amount of the public debt is 


given as 81,545,084,591 on June 30, 1891, 
and 81,583,404,144 on June 30, 1893. 


The loans resting on the credit of tho 


United States were out down from 
$1,005,800,500 
to 
8968,218,840, while 


those secured by full deposits in the 
tieasury increased from ?540,190,031 to 
5630,245,304. 


There was a gratifying improvement 


in the condition of the debt, produced 
by the reduction oi the interest-bear- 
ing loans, the conversion of mituved 
bonds into others payable at the op- 
tion of tho secretary ot the treasury and 
the extinction of a considerable part of 
tho loans payable on demand. The 
total net, reduction of 837,587,720 in 
these items was effected by tho ap- 
plication of the surplus revenues of tho 
ycai, amounting to nearly 510.000,000, 
together with upwards of S'i7,000,000 
taken from the cash in the tioasury. 


Accordiag to fhe levised estimates 


the loUl stock of money of all lands in' 
the conntiy on June :',0 w;is s<V>7i,33i,- 
049, an increase o£ sno.000,000 in the 
year. By eliminating that part of the 
paper currency, \\hicli is purely repre- 
sentative, consisting of ccrtifk'ates of 
deposit anil treasury notes, the effective 
stock is found to hnve been $1,7,03,053,- 
745, 
an increase of t" 0,000,000 
The 


monetary history of thepastyear, how- 
ever, has been peculiar both in the 
movements of gold, uhich have been 
inciejsed, and in the other changes 
that commonly occur with the changes 
of the seasons but h.ivu this vear been 
less marked 
The increase of the ef- 


fective stock of money from September 
to September was only ?iO,000,000. 


Discussing the changes in the amount 


and composition of the money in stock, 
the tieasnrer finds that the increase 
which marked the fiscal year was the 
result of the production of nearly 517,- 
000,000 of gold in excess of the indus- 
trial consumption, a fresh issue of 
$1,000,000 of national bank notes, to- 
gether with the changes in the stock 
of silver. 
The gold exported between 


January and September was taken 
mostly from tho subtreasury in New 
York. Dp to the end of June the with- 
drawals were made by the presentation 
of gold certificates, but from that time 
to the cessation of shipments mostly 
upon tenders of United States notes 
and treasury notes. 


Of the aggregate stock of money at 


the end of tho fiscal year, $771,203,313 
was in the treasury and mints, leaving 
$1,(103,081,730 in tho hands of the peo- 
ple 
The holdings of the treasury in- 


creased 850,000,OI'O and the amount in 
circulation $100,000,000 during the year. 


Figures are givwi to show that each 


ycardxiring the last ten years there 
has occurred in the month of January 
a more or less considerable diminution 
of the gold reserve of the treasury, 
averaging nearly $10,000,000, which has 
been succeeded in February by a tend- 
ency toward recovery 
It is shown 


that the decline has occurred yearly in 
the face of a gain of gold, both to the 
treasury and to the country. In the 
last i^en months of the year the treas- 
ury gained $22,000,000 of the metal and 
the country 820,000,000.

Tho Eyee of Greek Slutues, 


Professor Ernst Cnrtius, the famous 


_rcot scliolai- and urcuaxilojrUt of tlio 
University of Berlin, announced a few 
mouths ago that lie had discovered that 
ihe Greek sculptors always mado the 
eyes of men fuller and rounder than 
thoso of women. Tho alleged discovery 
was considered important, as it was be- 
lieved that it would lead to a proper 
classification of many of the unidenti- 
fied heads of Greek statues. The hopes,' 
however, seem to have been premature, 
despite the fact that Curtius, who lias 
been called "The Modern Greek,'' fa- 
thered them. 


Dr. Greef, of Berlin, in a recent lec- 


ture delivered before the Prussian Acad- 
emy of Science, declared that Cnrtius' 
conclusions were wrong, as ho had found 
flat, narrow eyes—those of women, ac- 
cording to Curtius—in tho heads of, 
Greek statues of men. He had also 
measured plasti c representations of worn-, 
en with large, full eyes. In nature, liO| 
added, there was no difference between 
tie eyes of men and women. Ho had, 
examined recently in Berlin tlio eyes of 
a hundred members of each sex and 
had found that tboy were tho same iu 
shape, size and form- 
Ho thus upheld 


tho theories of Ziiin and Sommerling 
that Uio Greek sculptors who gave a 
greater fullness to the eyes of men than 
to thoso of women did not follow the 
conditions of uatnro.—New York Trib- 
une. 


Plenty of GtLine In Maine. 
j 


There has not been a year for some 


time when game was as plenty and 
when so little game has been killed 
and destroyed as during the past win- 
ter. 
One reason is that the snow in 


many localities has not been deep, and 
at the same time it has been hard, hold- 
ing up the deer and caribou and giving 
them a chance to protect themselves by 
flight. Another 
reason is that the 


guides and hunters have learned that it 
is for their interest to leave the game 
alone, especially during the deep snows. 
I have made it a point to see many of 
them in the early part of the winter, 
and triad to make them understand that 
it is for their interest for us to keep a 
good stock of fish and game, as they 
would get more business during the 
guiding season. 


The most of the game that has been 


killed the past winter has been killed in 
the back settlements, hunters using 
dogs to catch deer. There has been a 
story of ninety moose killed near our 
border line, in township 5, range 18. 1 
believe the most of this yarn is false. 
I 


have been within, a day's walk of the 
township this winter and 1 did not learn 
of any such business. 
Ia fact there are 


not moose enough in that locality, It is 
near the Canada line, and this same re- 
port comes from there every year.—Cor.

Beekeepers and llie Government. 


Foreign, bees without pedigrees may 


bo admitted to tlio United States free of 
duty. Tho secrecaiy of the treasury has 
so decided. Until the last tariff bill was 
passed bees from abroad cauio in gratis, 
as "animals imported for breeding pur- 
poses." 
The McKinley law declared 


that this ruling should only apply to an- 
imals "regularly entered in recognized 
herd books." Accordingly, bees were 
assessed 20 per cent, ad valorem, bo- 
cause they had no pedigrees. The bee- 
keepers protested and earned their 
point. 


Some time ago the postoffico department 


declared that bees wore "unuiiiilable," 
on tho ground (hat they would bo likely 
to sting peoplo if they got loose. The 
beekeepers bccnrcd tho recall of this reg- 
ulation, by piovin^ that the packages 
employed could not bo broken. — Wash- 
ington Ooi. Ke\v Oilcans Times-Demo-
